SUMMARY 

The proposed amendment to the 
Constitution amends the existing 
constitutional provisions which di¬ 
rect the division of the Common¬ 
wealth into 240 representative dis¬ 
tricts ami 40 senatorial districts. 
It provides for a census of tho 
inhabitants of each city and town 
in the Commonwealth in the year 
1971 and In every tenth year 
thereafter. The census in 1971 is 
to lie the basis for determining the 
representative and senatorial dis 1 - 
iricts for the ten-year period be¬ 
ginning January 1, 1975. Each sub¬ 
sequent census shall be the basis 
for determining the districts for 
each ten-year period beginning the 
fourth January following each 
census, so that the census in 1981 
will determine the districts as of 
January, 1985, etc. 

The amendment provides that 
the house of representatives shall 
consist of two hundred and forty 
members and the senate of forty 
members. In its first regular ses¬ 
sion following each census, tho 
Legislature fchall divide the Com¬ 
monwealth into two hundred .and 
forty representative districts of 
contiguous territory and forty 
senatorial districts also of conti¬ 
guous territory. Each representa¬ 
tive district shall contain, as near¬ 
ly as may be, an equal number of 
inhabitants according to the cen¬ 
sus. Each senatorial district shall 
ulso contain as nearly as may be 
an equal number of inhabitants 
according to th<* census. A repre¬ 
sentative district shall not unite 
two or more counties, towns, or 
cities, or parts thereof, or a city 
and a town, or parts thereof, in 
one district unless the same is 
unavoidable. Further, no town of 
less than six thousand inhabitants 
shall be divided in forming rep¬ 
resentative districts. It. is also 
provided that the County of Dukes 
County and Nantucket County 
shall each be a lepresentative dis¬ 
trict, not withstanding - the fore¬ 
going. Th<- senatorial districts, 
each of which shall elect one 
Senator, shall be formed without 
uniting two counties or parts of 
two or more counties, unless the 
same is unavoidable.
